At ‘the present time we have a Mrs, McDonald teaching 
in the No. 1 School, Walpole Island. For the last couple of 
years Mre. McDonald has been coming late to school, sometimes 
a half hour and sometimes an hour late in the morning. She 
very seldom opens school after dinner until a quarter to two, 
sometimes later. The Indians have complained to me on a 
number of occasions and I have made a report of this to the 
Department before. I have been informed recently that she is 
still arriving late at school. Another point about Mrs. 
McDonald is that she never loses an opportunity to say some- 
thing detrimental to the present Agent, to the Indians, which 
is very embarrassing at times to the Agent. On two occasions 
the former Indian agent, Mr. Thomas McCallum, now deceased, 
came to the Island and stayed over Sunday with her, alone in 
the Agency house. He was seen by the Indians, coming and 
leaving. 


This sort of conduct leaves a very bad impression 
with the Indians. No doubt, Mrs. McDonald would deny these 
charges, and I have no doubt that it would be difficult for 
us to prove the latter. So far as her opening school late 
is concerned, of course, that can be proved. 


I beg to recommend that Mrs. McDonald's services 
be discontinued this mid-summer and that the Agent be notified 
ti give her one month's notice. 


At the present time there is a Mrs. Corman teaching 
Western School at the Deseronto reserve, who, I be- 
would make a splendid teacher for this school. She 
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has expressed the wish to be stationed on some reserve where 
she could assist in missionary work. The Missionary at 
Walpole Island, the Rev. Mr. Fortiner, has expressed the 
wish to have a teacher in the school who would ‘be able to 
assist him in the Sunday school work. Mrs. Corman has 
resigned at the Deseronto school. I beg to recommend that 
she be engaged for the Walpole Island school.

While at Walpole Ielend on Monday last, I went 
with Mr. Paul and saw the teachers. We discussed the mtter

( of persuasion the teachers agreed to allow him to come back 
f if he promised to behave himself, and if the father would 
promise te assist them in every way possible. Ye, therefore, 
KV brought the father and boy over to 


the school. The boy 
~ agreed to behave himself in the future, 


\a\> and the father agreed 
oh assist the teachers as much as possible. 


I might say that we asked both parties not be 
bring up any of their grievances at this conference, as it 
Would only lead to further trouble. Notwithstanding tpis, 
when Walper Sands and his son were leaving, the teachers 
subjected him to considerable abuse, calling him a jail bira 
and @ number of other terms to which 


he objected. The father 
then said he did not think it would be any use sending the 


boy back, if the teachers maintained that kind of attitude. 
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Hewever, we talked it over with him and he has started the 
bey back to school, but I do not think the settlement betwen 
the teacher and Sands is permamant. I feel confident that 
the boy will be an angel if he escapes being expelled again, 
and the teachers will be severely condemned by Sands if his 
boy is punished for misdemaanour. 


I believe that Mr. Paul intends writing you in 
fegard to this as well. 


You will also note in the letter that I am enclosing, 
that several other Indians are making complaints against the 
teachers. I also understand that the whole matter is te be 
aired in the Indiah Council on Monday.

IDENTIFICATION OF TREES.—The summer months offer the best 
opportunities to study plants of all kinds in their natural habitation, 
The following key will enable us to become more familiar with our 
common Canadian trees, and trees are perhaps a more important factor 
in agriculture than we sometimes think. 

The key to the common conifers includes both native conifers and 
those planted for ornamental purposes.

There is never a bell rung that Sammie does not answer. He com 

running across the fields to march in with the pupils and usually sleeps 
at the back of the classroom until dismissal bell. Sometimes he follows 
a class to the floor, waits till they return to their seats and then marches 
back to his own place. He has learned many tricks due to the patient 
teaching of his little playmates and is a most useful model in all drawing 
‘lasses. He will hold any pose until told he may relax and likes nothing 
better than to sit on a chair in the front of the classroom while the 
children “draw” him. He goes hunting with the boys turday; 
serves as a patient for bandaging and first aid work, while with the other 
dog—a police pup “‘Peter""—he has been trained to pull the sleighs for the 
children, What merry races have been run off thi winter, each dog 
having a cheering crowd of little “rooters" to urge him on to victory! 

Billie, the goat, was given to the school as a mascot when a mere kid. 
The children raised him on a bottle. As regularly as intermissions came 
he would come to the door calling ‘mah! mah!" The children took 
turns feeding him. He afforded no end of fun when taught to pull 
sleighs and what jolly times all had while he learned. He has “butted"’ 
many a snow fort to pieces and eaten many things of value to small 
owners. Finally he had to be kept tethered to the fence but that did 
not prevent ambitious little gentlemen from “riding the goat."’ In the 
summer he rests, All vacation, he is locked in the school yard where 
he keeps the grass cut as short as if it had been cut by a lawn-mower. 
He is most effectual in scaring away would-be picnickers and other 
trespassers, 

The white mice were special friends with the girls who trained them 
to lie under their middy collars or run into their pockets. In this school, 
many of the children cannot speak English, I ve seen little beginners 
quite forget their shyness and strangeness when given the school kitty 

by rabbit to cuddle. Every small person becomes quite friendly 
when talking of a pet animal, 

All our pets are ac omed to being brought into the classroom for 
nature study lessons, for art models or for geography and they add real 
interest to these lessons, 

Through these pets our pupils learn kindness to animals, responsibility 
as to their feeding and housing requirements and above all a love for 
dumb animals, a love that will stay with them all their lives,

OR several years, the outdoor activities at our school have centered 
F around a collection of pets who li at the school. I thought 

perhaps others would like to hear of our experiment. 

First and foremost, ours is an ungraded school—two teachers-—of 
about 60 or 65 pupils. Our pets consist of a Billy goat, a family of 
rabbits, a white rat, two dogs, a cat and a family of guinea pigs. There 
was also a rooster, Tommy, who recently died of old age. Yes, they all 
belong to the school, live in the shed in boxes constructed by the pupils 
who take turns looking after them 

During the summer, they run at large around the play ground. They 
are fed from scraps left after the children’s lunches or from collections 
brought from home and the pride all the pupils take in them is wonderful 
Wouldn't you like to hear more of them and their uses? 

Sammie, a shepherd-collie comes first by virtue of his age. He is 
seven years old and came to the school as a puppy—a gift to a little girl, 
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fieltkeyaotatgcks ar he 
field where they grow. If very tough, they could not be separated and 
redidhsc Casily:”\ If very brittle they would break into small pieces and 
not be carried so far by animals or machinery. Notice the size of thf 
rootstock. Within it there is stored considerable food which nourishe 
the cutting until it is established as a new plant. The leaves are rath 
prominently ribbed and quite hairy below, and, like the stems, they are 
coarse and not relished by live stock. Of course this is an advantage to 
the plant because it is not disturbed very much. At the top-of the stem 
appear the flowers. How are they arranged on the stem? These are 
very unattractive in colour and structure and do not produce perfume 
Like many other flowers they are cross-pollinated by wind and do not 
need to attract insects, but they produce abundance of pollen on their 
long stamens because the wind wastes so much. If we examine the 
heads or spikes late in the summer, we shall see the numerous seeds which 
are rather long and slender. This seed is distributed chiefly as an 
impurity in coarse grass seed but also by farm machinery, by wate 
to some extent by wind 


and 
Couch grass is propagated much more slowly 
by seed than by rootstock division, but the seeds as a rule are carried 


much farther and, therefore, have an important place in spreading the 
plant.

At Inf@ian schools generally, teachers 
will find a peculiar situation in conneetion with 
G@iscipline. Indian parents are not in the habit 
of tty te corporal punishment and, on the 
whole, they dislike it when used in schools. On 
the other hand, if teachers are fair and just, 
there is not often trouble from fathers and 
mothers. When you do receive complaints or are 
GQisturbed by parents, I believe it advisable to 
inform the Indian mt. He knows the partioular 
father or mother the home conditions. He can 
then advise you as to what action to pursue. 
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Generally speaking, I would not admin- 
ister corporal punishment for continued tardiness. 
I would reserve it for real extremities. Be 


patient and deal with your problems thoughtfully 
and quietly.

however, I would request that before any action is en 
involving an expenditure which the Department will be 
called upon to provide, permiesion be firet obtained by 
the Agent. It is hoped that, ae a reeult of the action 
taken, there will be a decided tuprovement in the cleanli- 
ness of the pupils.

In this connection it is noted that, upon a 
recent survay of the pupile that may be entering school 
after the Easter holidays, there is a prospect of 20 
children 6 to 7 years of age entering the No. 1 School. 
It ie further noted that there are 58 Indian children 
on the roll and 4 whites and that there is seating 
accommodation for 80 pupils. In view of the fact that 
ample seating accommodation can be provided, it is con- 
sidered that any Indian children between 6 and 7 years 
of age should be allowed to attend. The two teachere 
ghould be able to manage up to 40 pupile in each of the 
classes. Therefore, if any of the parents wish to send 
their children between the above ages to school, they 
should be permitted to do so. All children over the 
age of 7 and up to 16 years of age should attend 
regularly. 


It ie noted that there are four white children 
in attendance. Please state who the parente of these 
children are and why it is necessary that they attend 
the No. 1 School. 


The Truant Officer and yourself should put 
forth every effort to see that all Indian children over 
7 years of age, who are in good health and who have no 
good excuse, attend regularly and also that children 
between 6 and 7 years of age are permitted to attend 
if they desire to do 60. Please advise the teachers.

school for some time their after., And then there is the usual 
chonie offender. six or eight families who never send their 
children reguler and never lose any excuse such as bad weather, 
Sichness, lach of clothes, or any other excuse that they 
may think of to keep their children at home and the only reason 
they send them at all is that the law compels them to do so, 


The truant officer is doing all he can with 
these people with out bring them before a magistrate under 
section ten of the act., They heave been warned so often 
that they don,t pay much ettention any more., 3 often feel 


that it might be well to make an example of some of the worst 
offenders.,

The Indian Agent informs me that he does not intend adver- 
tising for teacherst “his is a two roomed school with a small 
teacherage for the two teachers. Last summer the agent did nothing 
to secure teachers and in September the school was unable to 
open. 


The agent is interested financially in the Algouac-Walpole 
Perry service, operated by his life long friend Mr. N. Daigety. 
Mre. Dalgety is a school teacher. Last year the Dalgetys were 
in a sad plight because they had to vacate the house they rented 
on Walpole Island and nothing else suitable offered. The agent 
then arranged for Mre. Dalgety to take the No. 1 Sehool, and the 
family (5) occupied the teacherage. 


I was asked to teach, and agreed to take the senior room until 
a teacher could be secured. Later the agent arranged for an Indian 
girl with only one year’s high school (gained whilst an inmate of 
an American Home of Correction} to take charge of the Junior room, 
as Mrs. Dalgety asked for the senior grades and I was unwilling to 
take them. 


Now the position is that the teacherage is occupied by the 
Dalgety family so that a second teacher could not possibly be 
accomodated, and the Indian people feel that the arrangement 
merely one to suit the Dalgetys and the agent whom they cha&im is 
@ sleeping partner in the ferry business. 


It should be noted that this year under my tuition the first 
pupil to qualify for High School passed, the first pupil ina 
number of years. This is not a chureh controlled school - it used 
to be, and in those days we graduated Grade VIII pupils regularly 
and sent one or two to University. I do not feel that the criti- 
cism of church operated schools is justified - and it is encour- 
aged by the Indian Department officials because they want full 
control themselves, When we have Christian teachers, or mission- 
aries serving a principal, we have people interested in the 
Indians, not teaching for a job. 


On Walpole Island, as an example of a Departmentally run 
school, we have had only one real certificated teacher since the 
Department took over from the church. We need teachers who are 
interested in the moral and physical training, and theese are best 
assured by securing missionary hearted people. 
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No. 2 School, Walpole Island 


Thies is a one roomed school with a native teacher whom the 
Indiane do not regard very highly. She is a married woman who 
was living apart from her husband, but I believe the husband has 
now died. I am coneerned at the fact that the pupils never get 
‘beyond Grade VI, and the conditions around this schcol are 
notoriously immoral.

situation on the Reserve. In view of the difficulty we have experienced 
in obtaining teachers these past few years, I told Mr. Marshall that we 
were not aware of any two jualified female teachers. He expressed the 
opinion thet he could secure them, I told him that if he could do so, 
he should let us know early in August and that I felt certain that the 
Department would appreve of such appeintments. Reverend ir. Marshell 
intends to be present at an Anglican conference at Bayfield, Ontario, 
during the current week and I promised him thet a letter would be written 
to him authorizing him te secure if possible two qualified female teachers 
for the coming academic year. 
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The Indian Agent appears to regard the serviees 
of Mrs, Dalgetty very highly and did not see any reason against 
allowing herself and family to occupy, the living quarters at 
the No. 1 School. He also expressed the opinion that the Indien 
girl who served as assistant had done fairly well. 


I believe that Reve Mr. Marshall can secure two 
qualified female teachers and that they would work in conjunction 
with him and that such co-operation would be beneficial to all the 
Indian children in the vicinity of the No. 1 School.

The fact that few of the pupils went beyo grade six was lik 
in part at least to the apathy on the part of the parents. He agreed 
that such was a fair presentation of the situation. As Mr. Marshall 
stated that Mrs. George was still extremely active he withdrew any 
opposition he might have had werds her continued employment for the 
academic year 1946-47. I informed Mr, Marshall that we would write 
to Mrs, George and direct her to co-operate to the fullest possible 
extent with Mr. Marshall in organizing Boy Scouts, Girl Guides, etc.

We have approximately 110 white cottagers 
resident on this Reserve. They own their cottages and 
rent or lease the land from the Indian Locatee. 


Under the Assessment Act, Sombra Township 
is allowed to assess the white man's interest on the 
Reserve. The average sssessment is about $250.00, and 
the average tax for last year, about $3.80 I'm told, in 
addition to the cottagers, we have the St. Clair Flats 
Shooting Club, and st. Annes Shooting Club, and the Cocper 
Estate Farm .ease, whom sre also paying taxes. 


I would like very much, like to know the 
total amount of taxes paid to Sombra Township, County of 
Lambton, by the white lessees trom this Reserve, for the 
last completed tax year, and also the total smount thet 
should have been collected. 


As an Indian I know I cannot get this 
information, but 1 thought being you are a M.P., you could. 
I desire this information for use, if 1 have the opportunity 
of addressing the Parliamentary Committee meeting to re-draft 
the indian Act.

Hearing that Mr Arneil was on the island on Monday 
and Tuesday I phoned him regarding the teacher vacancy at 
No I School, I informed Mr Arneil that we (our church 
Board of Management) had located a teacher prospect whom 
we wished to nominate,and was somewhat sportly informed by 
Mr Arneil that he was appointing Mrs Dalgé wife of the 
Indian Agent, 

In view of the fact that we do not feel Mr 
Arneil has the right of appointment in this case and in 
view of your own most fair and considerate attitude in the 
mateer ,I decided after consulting with my Board to go 
ahead and nominate a Mrs Sharen of Wallaceburg. 

mrs Sharen is an Anglican ,and if appointed 
will be the first Anglican teacher appointed here in many years.

Dear Mr Neary ; 


Thank you for your letter regarding the recent appointment to the 
vacancy at No I School here, When I phoned Mr Arneil he was then 
at the Agents' house or office. I informed him that we had a lady 
in view but he said he had appointed Mrs Daley, and I understood 
he said he had not yet sent the appointment to Ottawa, When I 
said we still wished to nominate Mrs Sharen and if necessary I 
would send to Ottawa, he very shortly said,"Do that", I do not 
feel that the appointment had then been made by Ottawa, and I am 
asking your re-consideration of same on grounds which 1 hope to 
make clear, 
I_have recently been appointed by the Archbishop to 
head up our Indian Workers committoe,and I believe that this sit- 
uation at Walpole is a good test case of the ability of church and 
Dept to co-operate, I am certain that with men like Mr Phelan, 
at least the attitude he took when here last year...we should have 
no difficulty in co-operating for the good of the Indian, I am 
sorrys to say however that the decisions he made seem to have been 
over ridden, and however much we desire to co-operate we are now 
concious that the welfare of the Indian or the church is not very 
likely to be considered first, 
Our denomination has been working for a Century here, We 
own the allegiance of by far the majority of the people. During 
the Anglican Advance Movement last year we took a new person t o 
person canvas.,and actually discovered that very few families did 
not either belong to us or look to us as their church for every 
purpose, There is no other denomination working here, I have an 
offical letter from the United Church giving me mheir blessing in 
taking all the people under my wing...and stating that the only 
block was one or two local Indians headed y Elder Soney who for 
personal economic reasons wished to retain t United faith, Nor 
have I restricted myself to our peqgple in my ministry..and rejétee 
that the few outside my flock are able to claim some Christian 
allegiance, 
Despite the fact that we held the majority of the people 
and had been here so long...when I took over here two years ago I 
was asked to build up (or attempt to build) a broken down work, Mr 
Daley in conversations was not slow to inform me that the reason for 
the breakdown was that every Minister here no matter what denomination 
was either a rogue, immoral, or useless, Under the circumstances it 
iid not take me long to appreciate that little real co-operation 
could have been possible between my predecessors and the Agent, I am 
in somewhat of position to claim to know the ;ndian.,.can talk a 
bit of their language,and have given up a lot to work with them, In 
two years we have made remarkable recovery.....but I have been very 
concious again and again that where co-operation from the Dept is 
to be desired it is absent, When I mentioned to Mr ARNEIL that Mr 
Daley was non-co-operative he used much harsher terms .. makes 
it still more difficult for me to understand how... aving such a poor 
opinion of the Agent he would do anything to inflict him upon our 
work and people any longer than nex sary. 
Appreciating Mr Arneils difficulty last Fell I 
could to co-operate,and even went to the former teacher Mrs 
and to-gether with Mr Arneil persuaded her to carry on. It was then 
that Mr Arneil said he would not oint Mrs Dalgity except for the 
full scholastic year so that her leaving in January was a suprise,I 
had nothing against Mre Dalgity....but she was not in sympathy with 
our church,,and of no help to us. The same is true of Mrs Daley whom 
I respect,,,although there will be opposition to the family going 
back into the tescherage, Mr Phelan thoroughly understood that apart 
from any rights our denomination might claim under the Act..,the work 
facing us on Walpole demanded all the co-operation and sympathy any 
of us could give ch other. We do not feel we ar- getting it in this 
matter,and unle a cleen cut decision is made now I do not believe 
we shall stand muph chance of successfully nomi ting anyone next 
September, 
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I think perhaps that one i-sue we need to settle is whether we have an 
moral or legal right under that section of the Indian Act which grants 
'majority' denomination the privilege of nominating the teacher ? 

£ k too that with a two roomed teacherage provided here the Dept may 
we insist that the teaching staff be accomadated there..without having 
to board a teacher out.In this regard of course the difficult times have 
to be considered as with the qualifications of the teacher, 

I am aware that much of this will be outside the province of 
your department of Training ..,except that it might make clear our reasons} 
for heartily desiring that the teachers be missionary hearted and at the 
least willing to work with us. If anyone could show me one piece of work 
being carried out on this reservation for the good and welfare of the 
Indian, outside of the church,I would be suprised. The people can be led 
but are hard to drive anyplace.....We have just paid for an eleven hundre@ 
dollar electric organ...every cent raised by the Indian...on the island. 

It is time that we realised that the Indian resents and hates the * 
white man because every white man having offical or other business with 
the Indian h n ulterior motive..and this is just as true I fear of some 
of us who are ionary workers. I do believe however that when that 
natural suspicion on the native part is overcome by a man with a sincere 
desire to promote his welfare...almost miracles can be worked, 

You will forgive the lecture which I know you have no need 
of, I do assure you that I have no restriction upon my desire to fully 
co-operate ,and I might add that in former days I found Mr Hoey most de- 
lightfully co-operative, 

I shall not commend Kettle Point vacancy to Mrs Sharen as I 
am vitally interested in Walpole Island and not Kettle Point. I shall ask 
Mrs Sharen to place her application with you now as I believe despite the 
policy of the Dept not to replace teachers in the middle of term...it has 
been done here twice in the past year or so,..and no doubt can be done 
again,

Misa Isaac proved a poor disciplinarion and 
we dispensed with her services in June, 1941.

I have not previously answered your letter of Feb 24yh 
as I have been waiting Mrs Sharens' application. The delay was I 
understand caused by Mrs Sharens understandable reluctance to make 
application whilst Mrs Daley was engaged. I am personally support- 
ing Mrs Sharen in applying for the Brincipalship of the school on 
the grounds that with the majority of the people members of our 
church, and the remainder almost wholly looking to us for minisst~ 
ration, we have under Sect 100 of the Indian Act the right to ex- 
pect that consideration which the Indian Affairs Branch have ever 
extended to the churches operating for the welfare of the Indian. 

I am not seeking a drawn out disci ion in the matter 
for no good can be served....but I am insisting with all my power 
and influence upon the right of the church to be interested in the 
people entrusted with the teaching of the Indian. I would further 
add that I am not even vitally concerned as to the teachers being 
members of my denomination providing they are here to do a job of 
work for the good of the Indian...and willing to give and accept 
our co-operation, When I arrived here two years ago the Principal 
was a Miss Ross...the widow of an United Church Clergyman...++++s 
She was certainly not Anglican...but she suited us admirably...was

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Mr. McKay states that the teacher and the agent 
Suggested that, until a new building is erected, accommodation 
could be provided for all the children in the parish haal, 
This mMilding is owned by the English Church authorities 
and, if a few repairs were made, it would be quite suitable 
and large enough to provide the necessary accommodation. 
It might be well to instruct the Agent to arrange with the 
charch authorities for the renting of this building and 
to have the seats and equipment in the present school moved 
there. The teacher informed Mr. McKay that there would be 
mo difficulty about making arrangements with the church 
authorities for renting the building. ‘The only expense 
involved in using the parish hall would be the payment of 
the rent and the providing of a few more desks. I may 
say that Mr. McKay agrees that this would be the best 
arrangement that could be made, pending the erection of a

The Department bee bad under consideration the 
erection of a new school building on the portion of the 
i@lpole Island reserve occupied chiefly by the Chippewas. 

The present building, which has become quite delapidated 
end beyond repair, has adequate accommodation, as required by 
the Provincial regulations, only for about twenty children, 
whereas there are in this section approximately seventy-five 
ehiléren of school ago. At the present time the enrolment 
ie almost sixty and the average attendance over forty. We 
made arrangonenta this winter to use a public hall on the 
regerve for school purposes, but unfortunagely it was found 
that the building could not be heated. Ag 1t ig, geome of the 
childrea are unable to attend, and the teacher propoged some 
time ago to adopt a half-day syaton. One teacher cannot 
give efficient inetruetion to so many Indian children and I 
wonlé propose to erect a two«roomed building and provide 
salary for an additional teacher.

and to consult you in the matter. We suggested to him in January 
the name of Mrs. Ooonce whom Mr. Abraham stated would perform 
the work satisfactorily. He is to arrange with the person 
aprointed to serub the floors of the classrooms once each month. | 
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An increase in the salary usually allowed will be given to the 
new janitor, provided this scrubbing is done éaoch month. It 
would be advisable for you, acting in conjunction with the Agent, 
to select a competent person to perform janitor services,

A cream colour or some shade that would not show 
the dirt should be put on, You should make arrangements so that 
this work can be commenced immediately after the school closes 
for the Easter holidays.
